PUENTE SMALL FRUIT AND TOMATO CROR 


PROMISE FINE RETURNS TO RANCHERS 


Between 1200 and 1500 crates 
of 
strawberries, blackberries, logan ber­ 
ries, raspberries and dewberries are 
leaving the Puente station every day 
In the weelt excepting Sunday, and 
the heighth 
of tlie shipping 
season 
has not yet been readied. 


E. O. McCaige and E. E. Klotzley, 
who are in partnership this year in 
shipping out the small fruits, 
made 
a statement this week that a large 
portion of the Puente fruit goes to 
El 
Paso and 
to Arizona 
and 
New 
Mexico. 
The warm countries on the 
other side of the mountains are eager 
for this California fruit, and it brings 
high prices. 


There are 300 
acres 
planted 
to 
these fruits, all of which is interme­ 
diate land between 
growing 
walnut 
trees. 
Mr. McCaige says that 
the 
small fruit 
business is one of 
the 
most profitable to the rancher of any 
engaged in in the valley, 
it brings 
In an early return at a time 
when 
other crops have not matured. 


These small fruits are bought out­ 
right by the firm of McCaige & Klot- 
•zly, the two buyers dealing directly 
with the rancher. 


TOMATOES — COO ACRES. 


The same Arm will 
ship 
through 
the 
California 
Fruit Canners' 
Asso­ 
ciation this summer 
an 
estimated 
0000 tons of tomatoes. Shipments will 
begin about t h e . first of 
Seiitember 
and will continue into the early win­ 
ter. 
The buyers say that the crop 
will average ten tons to the acre, and 
that the tomatoes will bring $7.10 f.o. 
b., which makes the crop worth about 
$42,000 for the Puente district alone. 
These tomatoes are also grown be­ 
tween the walnut trees. 


Besides this acreage 
the 
Puente 
cannery has 100 acres planted on the 
old Temple place south of the boule­ 
vard. 
On the average of ten tons of 
Puente tomatoes will be canned every 
day when the crop is ripening.
